latu?, that iB, without a iK)UUca1 party, CoD- 
^e<^uentry, the propeganda of the revclullonary 
Kv»di<:aliata ajad of the aupportera ot the In- 
riistrial Workers of the World against the ne- 
..esrilty ot an Independent working claae party, 
objectJ\*'ly speaking, has helpefl, and aelpa, 
only tho capltalibt cIbrh and counter revolu- 
tionary "goclal DemocralK." In their propa- 
ganda agalnut the Coranaunlst Party, which the 
?yndIcallBtB and the loduslrlalltts wish to re- 
jilace by Trade UdIodb alone, or by toroilcs* 
"Crencral" Labor Cnlons, they conoe on to com- 
mon ground with ocknov^ledged opportunist*. 
The Russian Menshevika, after tb© defeat of 
•he 19CKi revolution, for several years prcacbed 
H ao-called "Labor Conference," which was to 
lake tho place of the revolutionary party ot 
tho working class. All kinds of "Laborlsta" Im 
IjJngland and America, who in practice are opea- 
)y tngaged ia carryluR out bourgeois policy, 
preach to tho workers the creation of t^hapelcM 
■'Labor UlIohb" In place of a poUUcAl party. 
The revolutionary syndicall^tB and tDdnBtrlallara 
are anxious to strutgle against the dl«.tator»blp 
of the capitalist claaa, hut do not know ho* to 
fiet about iL They do not notice that the work- 
king class without an IndepfjndCfit political 
party Is a body without a head. 

Revolutionary EyndlcallBm and icdustriallBm 
represent a step forward only in coniparlsoa 
with the old, worn out, counter revolutionary 
ideology of the Second IntcmationBL But, in 
romparisoD with revolutionary Marxism, 1. a, 
with Communism, i>yndlc8lii-m and indu^trlallim 
represent a step back. The declaration of the 
"Left" Communists of Germany (rcade -by them 
in their program statement at their flnt coa- 
gresa In April) to the effect that they are creat- 
ing k pir*y, "Lut not a rarty t. *h» 'itval. fra- 
diLioDul sense of the word" < Ktice Partel im 
-.tbertlcfteteD Sinno"} — Is a surrender to those 
views of syndkalloai and Industriallsin •whlcb 
i*re In es8«Dcc reactionary. 

(6> Tho CommuDlsts wholft-htartedly Bup- 
port the formation, ulde by fide with the Com- 
rrunist Party, of tht widest possible non-party 
l^abor orf^nlrations. The Coromunibta coaatder 
aa their mo^it Important task a systematic work 
of organisation and educatJoD within these wide 
labor organ Ira t ions. But, precisely to euBiu'O 
that this work will bear fruit, precisely to 
ensuro that tho enemies of the revolutionary 
proletariat will not guln possession of Ibcae 
organlaaiionf*, tho foremost working cla^a Com- 
munists must alwaya have ihejr inUependeui, 
Etrougly organUed Communist I'arty, acting al- 
ways Id an organized way, and be capable of 
defending tho general Interests of Commuulsta 
at every turn of eveuis and in all forma of the 
inovemenL 

17) The Communists do not i.oid the niaua 
non-party working class orgHnization? even 'vheu 
they bear an openly reactionary, -fJIatk iiun- 
dred,' rharactor (the 'Yellow" Unions, the 
"Cfcriatloa" Unions, and so on). IJttt the Cum- 
munlBt Party teaselobfly oarrWs on Its own 
ivork within the^ie orgunliatlon?, and 'uitinngly 
dcmunBtrHtcH to thu workers thai the non- 
party idea, as a principle. Is conKcmut-ly fostered 
iimoiigHt tho workerd by tho capiiiilifjt clnHs and 
Its lackeys, Jo order to dlvirt ih*» proletariat 
from tho organl;ced struggle fo.- Socialism.

irunalormcd into a general poliliral strike. TJut 
i did not t^tate the manner, in which political 
power can be fleised. 

It is remarkable, that those, who always 
crit'.cized the old program of Uie Communiai 
P V whi4 h said so jnuch about mass action 
wi noui dfdnlnp ll. have copied the very same 
progranl. in parti^-ulnr the part sboiu. ma*6 
action, and thought that they wu'ild easily gel 
away with it. Naturally th" authors of this 
program, comrades Damon. CaMon and l-isner. 
were abo its chief defenders. Ford, a New 
York comrade reads another program, which is 
more revclutlouan- and contains a clear detl- 
nition of mass action. Uut the trouble was tnat 
in other respects it was far from tatiBiaciory. 
Taken as a whuie," It waa not a document, but 
only a weak attempt on Uie part of a youiig 
author, who knew whut he wanted, but could 
not enunciate it on paper In a syBloraallc way. 
On the other :;and Uiv prc.rram of the •*' qUpQ 
Committee" was well written, but lacked "one 
inhlgnlflcant di tail"— the revolutionary taoufint 
Heated debates bc-gon. A few Eastern dcleKaieb

After a prolonged dlncnsplon the rcBOluaoo 
to urocetQ ..llh the eiecilom* was adopted, Tlie 
ten delegiilcB refused to rote and began to 
retire in ttfder to hold a caucus. That had vx 
efftct on the convention. C^jmrade Klfcln (C. U 
P.) moNcd Usui the electlouB be su«i>ended and 
that a dlccuHHlon of the program be taken op. 
The motion pawsed. And so the "left" delegatei 
cehbrated their Ilrtt victory. The program waa 
read and discussed, every word beiog' carefully 
weighed. In ihlt? manner Iwo hour* were con- 
Bunifd in deltttting about one word, whether 
eapiiuliKm collapacr. becsuae It cannot "pro- 
duce" the ncces.iitles of life or iMH^use It can- 
not provide the neeeFHary means of existence. 
It seciKod as If party distlnctton disappeared. 
All trying to exhibit their accomptlihmenU la 
political economy. 

A storm began. The part of the program 
about "the seizure of state power" was read. 
This part that should Indicate the means and 
ways through which Uie prolvtartat can selM 
i>olitlcal power, doe« not even mention a word, 
Jt avoids even mentioning the word mass actioo. 
ll If in general very weak and colorless, e»- 
deavoring lo dlsmlBs it all with a few pbra»e» 
atjout ire claHs slTuggle. 

The first to speak Is Comrade Newman. He 
points out all defe^U and that the program U 
even tnferlor to the prtvioas program of tha 
C J>. The oUier." saya he, "at least speak* 
about mass action, even thovigh It failed lo 
define what Jjiass action Is. And we try not 
even lo mention the word. You tlve us a whol« 
chapter about the tontiuesl of political power 
and you don't tell ua how. through what wnym 
and "means It can be accomplished. You avoid 
the words •dlcUlortihlp of the proletariat,' 'maw 
action,* and 'armed iufurrectlon.' You ' mast 
either throw the whole thing out or else Ulk la 
clear language." 

The convention is thrown Into an uprcar.

Ford and Parker 
of the ComDiunlsl Pany and Comrade Browft 
of the C. L. P. The comrades Dellon and Zlanlc 
sjieak hctiiedly.
